of the year for any American taxpayer to 
visit the United States Air Force Academy 
near Colorado Springs, Colo. 


Here's a sketch of how his reactions 


might run: 


He's filled with anticipation as he 


turns off the superhighway from Denver 
onto a beautiful new 4-lane highway at the 
north entrance to the Academy grounds. 
He becomes curious, however, as he drives 
for several miles without any sign of build- 
ings. He notes that the highway is orna- 
mentally lighted, beautifully landscaped. 


He gasps four miles later when he sights 


the academic area, perched on a mesa 
above the plain. Its architecture is more 
modernistic than modern. Then the vast 
scope of the structures begins to sink in, 
the endless promenades, the all-glass ex- 
teriors. 


His anger starts to mount as he picks 


out details. The blocks of huge retaining 
walls all of solid Minnesota granite. The 
vast parking lots, all with ornamental light- 
ing. Three light standards lighting six 
steps from a roadway to a parking lot The 
bank of 45 tennis courts in front of the 
vast athletic fieldhouse. 


He's burning up as he drives more miles 


to try and find other parts of the project, 
the housing area for staff, one for the air- 
men, another separate one for the officers. 
He gets lost several times in the maze of 
roads and this doesn't help^his mood.

His congressman will probably send 


him a voluminous report of the hearings 
conducted by the subcommittee on ap- 
propriations, of the House on this very 
subject in June of 1958: This subcommittee 
appointed a staff of investigators to go into 
the whole matter.

Over $50 million will be 
spent initially for this work. 


4. There are about 70 miles of road 


estimated to cost about $18 million. 


5. Landscaping will cost an estimated 


$3 million. Huge areas are being replanted 
with grass, shrubbery and trees. 


6. The nature of the topography re- 


quires huge retaining walls which cost over 
$4 million. They are faced with an addi- 
tional $2.2 million of Minnesota granite. 


7. The excessive number of change 


orders and supplemental agreements in 
many contracts indicated instances of in- 
complete planning and haste in preparing 
designs and awarding contracts. 


8. The major increases in scope and 


cost of nine buildings were found to be

the Federation of Chilean Students asking 
questions on United States foreign policy, 
particularly in reference to Latin American 
countries.

The subcommittee conducted lengthy 


hearings trying to determine how these 
matters came about, who was responsible 
and how such spending in the future could 
be controlled. Rep. Melvin Laird of Wis- 
consin was one of the more searching 
questioners. He said he was "shocked and 
disgusted by the arrogance of the Air 
Force in wasting taxpayers' dollars." 


Committee members found that the Air 


Force had come before Congress asking 
certain appropriations based on cost esti- 
mates, got them, then let contracts for 
greatly increased amounts, only to come 
back to Congress again for more money to 
make up the deficits. 


They found, too, that the Air Force was 


using other funds to finance costs of equip- 
ment and some of the work, thus having 
more funds left from construction appro- 
priations to expand projects. For example, 
in 1957 the Air Force justified a request 
to Congress for almost $8 million for 405 
units of family housing. Later they used 
Capehart funds under which the govern- 
ment guarantees the tenant's mortgage to 
build this housing, and diverted the $8 
million to other uses. 


Sec. Talbot took personal charge of the 


construction, as he had the site selection. 
He created a new agency in the Air Force 
to supervise it rather than leaving it as is 
usual with the Corps of Engineers. 


Sec. Talbot resigned under fire in 1955 


after it was disclosed by a Congressional 
investigation that he had outside business 
interests which conflicted with his office. 


The Air Force did offer some ameliorat- 


ing testimony. They had to have the 
Academy ready for the first 1,100 cadets by 
September, 1958 and were working under 
pressure. Costs rose between estimates and 
bids. But it was obvious that the scope of 
the projects was increased considerably 
between initial and final plans. 


The Air Force at the start set up an 


objective that '"the United States Air Force 
Academy shall be the finest institution of 
its kind in the world." The subcommittee 
concluded that, everything had been done 
with this objective in mind. 


Near the end of the hearings one of 


the principal architects referred to the 
millions of visitors who would come to see 
the Academy in future years. He said that 
was one of the reasons for the many miles 
of roads.

wholly evil or South and Central American 
nations .wholly without flaw, perhaps he 
will have done a good turn in spite of 
himself.

The case for abolishing 


'capital punishment can be 
argued on many grounds, 
but the fundamental one is 
simply that the state should 
not kill; that premeditated, 
unnecessary 
killing is a 


moral evil by whomever 
done. And it is difficult to 
argue the necessity for kill- 
ing a man already behind 
bars. 


Whenever the state takes 


life it cheapens life. Capital 
punishment p a n d e r s to 
man's basest instincts, cloak- 
ing retribution in the mantle 
of the law, coloring ven- 
geance with respectability, 
setting a public example for 
private violence. It sensa- 
tionalizes trials, making a 
Bernard Finch and a Carole 
Tregoff objects of screaming 
headlines across the nation 
— not because they 
are 


worth such attention, but be- 
cause they are on trial for 
their lives.* • * 


It is unfortunate that a 


public outcry against the 
death penalty, when it aris- 
es, is nearly always in con- 
nection with a spectacular 
case such as that of Caryl 
Chessman. The pass i o n s 
raised by the crime then ob- 
scure the more fundamental 
but more obstruse questions 
of social ethics and public 
policy. They also point up 
the fact that capital punish- 
ment survives today as more 
an emotional than' a reason- 
ed response to crime.

Death penalty advocates 


argue, sometimes 
shrilly, 


that without it crime rates 
would skyrocket. But they 
adduce no proof. All the evi- 
dence, in fact, points the 
other way. Their argument 
falls on its face when actual 
crime rates are compared — 
as they frequently have been 
— for various jurisdictions 
with and without the death 
penalty, or for the same jur- 
isdiction before and after 
abolition. *

Death is the one penalty 


which makes error irrepara- 
ble, and the chance of error 
is inescapable in a system 
based on human judgment. 


The fallibility of juries is 


legendary; legal history is 
tragically filled with cases 
in which they g u e s s e d 
wrong. Some of these are 
known and documented. But, 
as the late Judge Jerome 
Frank noted, "No one knows 
how many innocent men, er- 
roneously convicted of mur- 
der, have been put to death 
by American governments. 
For . . . once' a convicted 
man is dead, all interest in 
vindicating him u s u a l l y 
evaporates." 


It does no good to suggest 


that capital punishment be 
retained only for the obvi- 
ously guilty, the vicious or 
the 
irredeemable. 
These 


qualities seldom announce 
themselves unambiguously, 
and as long as the death pen- 
alty is retained at all we can 
only assume that it will con- 
tinue to be used against the 
wrong persons, in the wrong 
circumstances and all too 
often for the wrong reasons. 


Those actually put to death 


are most frequently the poor 


and the friendless. Of the 
forty-nine persons executed 
in the United States last 
year, thirty-three were Ne- 
groes. Some years ago a con- 
gressional committee report- 
ed that "as it is now applied 
the death penalty is nothing 
but an arbitrary discrimina- 
tion against an occasional 
victim. It cannot even be 
said that it is reserved as a 
weapon of retributive justice 
for the most atrocious crimi- 
nals. For it is not necessarily 
the most guilty who suffer 
it." This pattern has -not 
.changed.

AHS Science Elective* Stress 
Basic Laws, Atomic Structure

Many required courses at Appleton High school are divid- 


ed into sections according to students' abiMty and achieve- 
ment.^ But chemistry and physics, elective science courses 
for juniors and seniors, have such a reputation'for heing 
4tough",that most slower and disinterested students are 
eliminated before they even start. . 


In both courses, the teachers assume most students win be 


. going on to college, nursing school or other higher education 


after high school. 


Either juniors or seniors can 


<ake. either course. - Counsel- 
ors, however, recommend stu- 
dents take chemistry first so 
that they can have additional 
mathematics training to pre- 
pare them for physics. 


2-Fold Purpose 


Though the 250 students who 
take chemistry are much 
alike in ability, their plans for 
the future vary. The course, 
therefore, has a 2-fold pur- 
pose: 


1. To provide the non- 
scientist with knowledge 
that will better fit him for 
his daily activities. 


2. To build the scientific 


foundation for further scien- 
tific study. 
Today's chemistry course 


places more emphasis on 
atomic and molecular struc- 
ture than did courses 10 or 15 
years ago. To make structure 
.easier for students to visual- 
ize, the teachers use 3-dimen- 
sional models made of colored 
balls, fastened together by 
springs. 


The students learn how 


atoms share and transfer elec- 
trons .when elements combine 
to form compounds. ' 


Acid-Base Theory 


When studying acids and 


bases, AHS students learn the 
modern Bronsted-Lowry theo- 
ry, which says that acids are 
proton donors and bases are 
proton accepters. Thus a sub- 
stance can be an acid in one 
situation and a base in an- 
other. 


In 1956, AHS chemistry 
teachers Walter C. Prib- 
now and Gus A. Ediger 
studied this theory at the 
Wisconsin chemistry teach- 
ers conference at Lawrence 
college. Dr. John F. Baxter, 
who teaches the "Continen- 
tal Classroom" chemistry 
course on television, was di- 
ector of that conference. 
Pribnow and Ediger say that 


at first they found it hard to 
accept .the modern acid-base 
theory. Baxter convinced them 
of its validity, however, and 
now they enthusiastically pass 
it on to their students. 


Charts Have Changed 


The teachers also stress oxi- 


dation and reduction reac- 
tions. They encourage the 
abler chemistry students to 
balance their oxidation-reduc- 
tion equations — a technique 
called "RedOx:" 


Today, as 15 years ago, 
big periodic charts of the 
elements hang on the chem- 
istry, wall to aid the teach- 
ing of chemistry. The charts 
have changed in these years, 
as new elements have been 
dicovered to fill in the gaps 
in the chart and to extend 
the list of elements beyond 
.100. 


The older charts, somewhat 


faded, still hang beside the 
new onei.to show the students 
how science has progressed in 
recent years.

Keep Rodents Out of Home 
To Help Prevent Disease 


A mouse in the .house caus- 


es many women to shriek 
with terror and blush from 
embarrassment. Clean homes 
aren't supposed to^have mice 
—ttiat's what most people 
hink. Men who (know rodents 
best say it isn't true. 


These experts"— health of- 


ficers who advocate rodent 
control as one way to pre- 
vent contagion — point out 
that mice and their big broth- 
ers, rats, don't need special 
invitations to enter homes. 


Mice, 
in particular, find 


their way into almost any 
home. They enter through any 
opening one-half% inch in dia- 
meter or larger, and frequent- 
ly 
sneak- through service 


doors left open by children or 
other members of the family. 


Avoid Conditions 


Certain cond i t i o n s, of 


course, attract both rats and 
mice. These include piles of 
litter left in back yards and 
uncovered garbage, as well 
as bread crumbs thrown on 
the ground by bird lovers. 


The fastidious 
housewife 


avoids these conditions. She 
ceeps all refuse in covered 
garbage cans and places bird 
food high above the ground. 


She is conscious, too, of,the

Use Poisons 


Using a mouse trap prop- 


erly means baiting it with 
fresh food, cheese or bacon 
for example, and then plac- 
ing the trap in the best pos- 
sible position. 


Mice generally travel next 


to walls, so traps should be 
placed with their baited ends 
touching walls of rooms con- 
taining food. The idea is to 
cause mice to spring the trig- 
gers of traps simply by walk- 
ing over them. Traps are in- 
expensive, so it pays to use 
several of them to catch even 
one mouse. 


Where rodents exist'in great 


numbers, there are normally 
several causes. In these cas- 
es, health officers say, it is 
best to call the health depart- 
ment or a professional ex- 
terminator. They have wea- 
pons, such as gas and poisons 
which are extremely effective

basement. She told us what was happening, that a tornado 
was out there, and she made 
ns stand against the west 
wall and told us to say our 
prayers!'

"It" was awful noisy. We 


could hear bricks fall and the 
wind blowing and then 
r we 


heard the school fall down. We 
couldn't hardly breathe for 
a-while. "We were "too afraid 
to cry. 


Neighbor to Rescue 


"The furnace pipe was rat- 


tling and-making a-great big 
noise, and then after a while 


^ one of the neighbors (Melvin 
Hendricks) came and drove 
tis. home. My mother and fa- 
ther didn't .even know about 
it. My father, didn't believe 
me at first, but then we rode 
over here and he saw that it 
really happened." 


Janet's 9-year-old brother, : 


Jerald, .who was one of the 


pupils then, is now 12 years 
old and he remembers, too:

The school, first 
erected in 1919, has been re- 
built and is a really hand- 
some, bright classroom. 


But the school's popula- 


tion has dwindled from 18 
then to; a full complement 
now of only six pupils. Part- 
ly responsible for so tiny a 
school population is the tor- 
nado. Some parents with- 
drew their youngsters after 
.the tornado struck and have 
sent them to the Lutheran 
parochial school at Mana- 
wa. Other children h a v e 
graduated. 
Their present teacher, Mrs. 


Eunice Gruel, is :able to give 
each child individual atten- 
tion. 


Her pupils — one-for each 


grade represented — are hi 
the 
second, 
third, fourth 


sixth, 
seventh 
and eighth 


grades. There is no child in 
either first or fifth grades. 


"Each child gets individual 


attention and they may go as 
fast as they are >able to,? 
said Mrs. Gruel. "They are 
all good scholars and they 
have advanced rapidly."

' The modernization and development program, proposed 
for the 15-year period from 1960-75, was presented for the 
first time" publicly at a press conference this morning at 
the Beaumont Hotel by Gregby, jtnc. Business, government 
and professional groups will- see the plan later today and 
Wednesday. Public meetings are to 'be scheduled later. 


* The result of four years of 
study, the plan "was produced 
by Victor Gruen Associates, 
planning consultants, assisted 
by Larry Smith and company, 
economic consultants. It'was 
ordered by and paid for by 
Gregby, a - group of Green 
Bay businesses which formed 
a non-profit organization in 
1956.

Lists Five Goals

The 
Gregby 
(Greater 


Green Bay) plan has five 
major goals: 


1. To retain, strengthen and 


expand the present range of 
activities'in the central busi- 
ness area. 


2. To define the activities 


and functions of the central 
area.

private automobiles, serv- 
ice, emergency and transit 
vehicles and pedestrians.

cy. Their urgent aim: New, 
more effective treatment and 
prevention.

Scientists are attacking de- 


linquency almost like a physi- 
cal disease.' Contending that 
old theories about delinquen- 
cy's causes-are being shatters 
ed, they aim to uncover the 
basic reasons for youth crime 
—piercing the delinquent's in- 
nermost thoughts and analyz- 
ing his early home life. 


Conceding that present at- 


tacks on the problem fall far 
short of success, researchers 
are launching large-scale ex- 
periments to check the effec- 
tiveness of such- 
anti-delinquency 


conventional 
weapons as 


athletic programs, settlement 
houses, juvenile courts and 
police youth squads. 


Spotting Delinquents Early 
To nip trouble before it 
starts,.scientists are trying to 
s p o t potential 
delinquents 


•when they're 'only 5 or 6 — 
through close-up examination 
.of children at home or in day 
nurseries— and then-to apply 
preventive psychiatric care. 
In psychological labs, new 
treatment methods are being 
developed. 


(In Winriebago county, a 


guidance center in Neenah 
began in March to . attempt 
treatment of disturbed chil- 
dren — and their parents.. In 
Outagamie county, plans for 
a center are underway and 
the county board has appro- 
priated funds for it. Neither 
. is directed at spotting poten- 
tial delinquents except in the 
sense that d .disturbed child 
-is a potential source of trou- 
ble for society.) .,. . . 


As one-'major move, a 6- 


man squad of scientists — so- 
ciologists, a psychologist, an 
anthropologist and-a popula- 
tion expert — will quietly, slip 


into New York's delinquency- 
ridden lower East Side about 
mid-July. This famed slum 
neighborhood, ruled by, the 
Sportsmen, the Dragons and 
other "street .gangs, has seen 
youth crime spurt 70 per cent 
in the last four years.'All too 
typical was; the gang-caused 
rifle slaying of a 15-year-old 
girl and a 16-year-old.boy sev- 
eral months ago. 


Federal Grant 


The scientists, armed with a 


$400,000 federal re s e a r c h 
grant, .will spend" an entire 
year analyzing the neighbor- 
hood, from its ethnic and eco- 
nomic makeup to" its religion 
and its underworld.-The analy- 
sis will then be.used to chart 
one of the' largest-scale ex- 
perimental attempts yet made 
to bring delinquency under 
control — based, perhaps, on 
steering youth into the best 
possible job and educational 
opportunities.

impetus in Washington -right 
now.;A.House Appropriations 
subcommittee has just

leased a massive report on 
delinquency drawn up by Fed- 
eral specialists". It declares: 
"Present methods of treating 
delinquents and of rehabilitat- 
ing them are only.partially 
successful. What are needed 


even more are new; approach- 
es, techniques 'and methods. 


Similar approaches. were 


spelled out to 7,000 delegates 
to the White. House Confer- 
ence on Children and Youth. 
This gathering, two years in 
the making, tackled changing 
social conditions that affect 
children, from"; the rising "rate 
of -illegitimacy to /ihe impact 
of television and radio on edu- 
cation.
